Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1. Claims 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The notation "A" is not defined in Claim 13. 

The notations A, G, n and Ri are not defined in Claim 17. The claims 14-16 and 18-20 
are rejected because they are dependent claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claims 1 and 13-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Coates et al. 
(US 4,784,793). 
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The reference discloses a novel derivative of terpenoid represented by formula 
(1). The reference compound acts as a dopant because it contains a chiral group, which 
induces a helical twist in the liquid crystal mixture. See col. 6, lines 62-68 and col. 7, 
lines 47-35. The reference further teaches the terpenoid compound including borneol and 
terpenol in Examples 3, 17 and Example 25, respectively. The preparation of the present 
compound by reacting an aromatic acid with an alcohol is taught on col. 10, lines 45-62 
and Example 1-3. The concentration rang of the reference dopant is between 5 to 50 wt% 
(col. 15, lines 38-40). The reference anticipates the claimed invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2-7, 1 1-12 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Coates et al. (US 4,784,793). 

The reference differs from the claimed compounds in that the claimed compounds 
are not exemplified in the reference Examples. However, the carbon length and notation 
A of the present claims are all taught by the reference (see col. 2, line 5 to col. 4, line 60). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to those skilled in the art to follow the general 
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guidelines by modify the starting material to arrive at the claimed invention (see col. 5, 
line 50). 

With respect to Claim 20, it is well known in the art to use chiral dopant in color 
filter (for example, see claim 17 in US 6,217,792).
